CODFISIIING OFF BLOCK ISLAND. 


Under n fair wind and a clear sky, wo 


beaded our course for Block island fisheries, 
aud arrived at our destination at 8 P. M., 
castiug anchor for . the night. Tho almost 
exclusive business Of this island is codfish- 
iug. Two light houses stand nt either ox- 
troinily of tho island lo warn the seamen. 
Tho steamer Ella touches hero, connecting 
with other important points. The island is 
sparsely inhabited, and lies about twenty 
miles E. S. E. of Noauk. 


Since time and space forbid us entering 


iulo au extended narrative of our fishing 
operations while off Block island, it will bo 
necessary to content ourselves 'with a brief 
description of tho habits of the codfish and 
the manner of catching them. Suffice it lo 
say in addition to this, that from day to day 
wo wore constantly weighing and casting 
anchor and shifting position during tho 
intervals of time that was not occupied iu 
fishing, four hundred and eight fish being 
our bobt day's worlr. 


The cod is iu habit a peculiar and delicate 


iish, living on fine sandy sea bottom, where 
marine animals are abundant, such as tho 
polyps, rnollusks and inferior vertebrates. 
Herrings, barnacles nnd muscles, which ex- 
ist at great depths, aro generally Unov.-^ io 
bo Iho chief sustenance of tho codfish. 
Tho 


cod iu found also at great depths, varying 
from twenty to fifty fathoms, which are tho 
finning limits; and since tbo peculiar saud 
spots where they frequent aro very scatter- 
ing, it is necessary, in order lo find them, 
to sink a lead or plummet tallowed, aud Iho 
saud that adheres lo Iho lallow when tho 
plummet is withdrawn indicate.1!, according 
to it;; nature, Jlie presence of cod in greater 
or less quantities. 


Tho manner of catching tho codfish in 


little different, if any, from that generally 
adopted of catching fresh water 
fish- 


namely, a hook and Hue, with, perhaps, tho 
exception that 
Iho fishing gear must bo 


very strong, innsimrjh as tho fish, aro drawn 
from a great depth and not seldom aro of 
grc-nl si/.c and weight. 
Codfish havo boon 


caught 
weighing 
lo exceed a hundred 


pounds wilh simply a hook and lino, which, 
with a heavy weight attached sufficient to 
sink Iho hook to the bottom of tho sea, 
completes tho fishing gear. This weight 
may vary from a pound up to twenty, owing 
lo Iho depth of the sea and swiftness of the 
tide.
